Jim Leyland is in his eighth season as manager of the Pitlsburgh Pirates 
His overall record during his first seven years was 592-540 (.519 winning 
percentage), During the 1992 season, he guided the Bucs 10 a 96-66 record 
and their third straight National League Eastern Division championship, Under 
his direction, Pittsburgh becarne the first N.L, team to win three consecu- 
live division tiles since the Philadelphia Phillies accomplished the feat be- 
tween 1976 and 1978, The Pirates have the best record in major leaque 
baseball over ihe past three seasons (289-197, .595 winning percentage). 

Last year his efforts did nol go unnoticed as he was named Nalional League 
Manager-of-the-Year by both The Sporting News and the Baseball Writers 
Association of America. It marked the third time he has won The Sporting 
News award (also 1988 and 1990) and Ihe second lime he has been hon- 
ored by the BBWAA (also 1990) 

Leyland is now the fourth-winningest manager in the 106-year history of 
the Pirates. Only Fred Clarke (1,422), Danny Murtaugh (1,115) and Chuck 
Tanner (711) have won more games as skipper of the Bucs. He picked up 
his 500th career win on April 12. 1992 when the Pirates defeated the Phil- 
lies. 12-4. @Velerans Stadium, 

Leyland helped make the 1990 season mernorable by guiding Ihe Bucs 
to a 95-67 record and therr first division title in 17 years. The season came 
to a close when the Pirates lost a hard-fought and exciting senes ta Ihe even: 
tual World Champion Cincinnati Reds in the N.L.C.S., four games to two, 
Pitisburgh dropped the 1991 N.L.C.S, to the Allanta Braves, four games 
to three after finishing the regular season with the bes! record in baseball 
(98-64). The Pirates lost another dramatic seven-game battle to Atlanta in 
the 1992 playoffs 

When Leyland was named manager of the Pitales on November 20, 1985, 
he inherited a leam that had finished 57-104 the previous season, His first 
Pirate club showed a severt-game improvement lo 64-98, bul still finished 
sixth in the division. The 1987 club won 27 of its last 38 games and lied 
Philadelphia for fourth place with an 80-82 mari. The Pirates improved to 
85.75 in 1988 and finished second in the N.L. East behind the New York 
Mets. In 1989, the Bucs were hampered by injuries throughout the season 
and finished titth with a 74-88 record 

His appointment as manager of the Pirates followed more than 22 years 
of expenence in professional baseball, including 11 seasons as a manager 
in the Detroit Tigers farm system. Leyland also spent four seasons 
(1982-1985) as third base coach of lhe Chicago While Sox under Manager 
Tony LaRussa, prior to coming to Pittsburgh, He liad long been considered 
an outstanding major league managerial candidate 

A catcher during his playing days, Leyland signed his first professional 
contract with Detroit in the fall of 1963. He served thal organization as a player, 
minor league coach and minor league manager unlil joining the White Sox 
in 1982. 


After six seasons as a player (1964-69), he was appointed coach at Mant- 
gomery (AA) in the Southern League in 1970, He received his first managerial 
assignment al the age of 26 in 1971. taking over the Tigers’ Bristol club in 
the Appalachian Rookie League, He also managed at Clinton (Class A) in 
the Midwest League and al Montgomery and Lakeland (Class A) in |he Florida 
State Leaque, before spending three seasons wilh the Tigers’ Evansville (AAA) 
club in the American Association. His teams advanced Io the playoffs in five 
of his last six seasons in lhe minors, winning three league championships. 
Altogether his clubs made six posl-Season appearances in his 11 years al 
the minor league level

Terry Collins is in his second season as the Pirates’ Bullpen Coach. He 
was named to the position on November 26, 1991. 

The previous three seasons (1989-1991) Collins had served as manager 
of the Buffalo Bisons, Pittsburgh's Triple-A affiliate in the American Associa- 
tion, He led the club lo three straight 80-win seasons, becoming the first 
Buffalo manager to do so since Bill Clymer (1926-1929). 

In 1991, Collins guided Buffalo to a first-place finish in the Eastern Divi- 
sion, The Bisons los! to Denver. three games to two, in the best-of-five cham- 
pionship series, Collins’ three-year managerial record with Buffalo was 
246-186 (.569 winning pct.), 

In 1990, he led the Bisons to an 85-62 record and finished tied with the 
Nashville Sounds for first place. Buffalo lost an 18-inning marathon to Nash- 
ville ina one-game playoff for the division title, but the 85 wins were the most 
by the Bisons since the 1961 club went 85-67 and the .585 winning percen- 
tage was the best mark since 1936 (94-60, .610) 

Prior (0 becoming the manager at Buffalo, Collins managed in the Los 
Angeles Dodgers’ farm system for eight seasons. In 1988, he was named 
lhe Pacific Coast Leaque'’s Manager-ot-the-Year after guiding the Albuquer- 
que Dukes to an 85-56 record, which was the best mark in the P_C.L. He

Tommy Sandt is in his seventh season as the Pirates’ first base coach. 
He was named to the position on October 16, 1986 following a successful 
five-year stint as a manager in the Pittsburgh farm system. In addition to his 
duties as first base coach, Sandt also works with the infielders prior to each 
game and serves as baserunning coach. 

A former major league infielder, Sandt was a player-coach jor the Pirates” 
Portland (AAA) farm club in 1980 and 1981. He then spent two years as 
manager ol the Bucs’ Double-A club in the Eastern League. His Buffalo club 
finished 55-84 in 1982. The team moved to Lynn (MA) the following year 
and linished second with a 77-62 record, advancing to the league champi- 
onship series, In 1984, Sandt was promoted to Triple-A as manager of Hawaii 
of the Pacific Coast League. 

Sand led the Islanders to the best mark in Triple-A baseball in each of 
his first lwo seasons with the club. In 1984, he was named PCL Manager- 
of-the-Year after Hawaii finished 87-53 overall, enroute to the PCL Champi- 
onship Series.

Bill Virdon rejoined Manager Jim Leyland’s coaching statt last year after 
spending the previous three seasons as a spring training instructor and a 
minor league hitting instructor in the Pirate organization. He served as the 
leam's hitting instructor under Leyland during his first season as manager 
back in 1986. 

Considered one of the finest defensive centerlielders of his day, Virdon 
has more than 40 years of experience in the game as a a player, a coach 
and a manager. Virdon spent the majority of his 11-year playing career with 
Pitlsburgh. He made his major league debut with the St. Louis Cardinals 
in 1955 after he won the International League batting title witha .333 aver- 
age with Rochester (AAA) the previous season. 

In 1955, he batted .281, hit 17 home runs and drove in 68 runs to earn 
National League Rookie-ot-the-Year honors from the Baseball Writers As- 
sacialion of America and The Sporting News. The following season he was 
traded to Pittsburgh on May 17th in exchange for pitcher Dick Littlefield and 
outlielder Bobby Del Greco. Virdon compiled a career high .319 batting aver- 
age in his first season as a Pirale and finished second in the N.L batting 
race behind Milwaukee's Hank Aaron, He batted .264 with eight homers 
and 40 RBI for the 1960 World Champion Pirales and hit .241 with three 
doubles and five RBI in the World Series. Virdon was awarded a Gold Glove 
tor his defensive excellence in 1962. 

After he retired as a player, Virdon managed in the New York Mets’ farm 
systern for two seasons before rejoining the Pirates as a coach under Manager 
Larry Shepard in 1968, He replaced Danny Murtaugh as manager prior to 
the 1972 season. The Pirates won the N_L. East title during his rookie sea- 
son as manager, but suffered a heartbreaking loss to the Cincinnali Reds 
on Bob Moose'’s infamous wild pitch in the fifth and deciding game. |roni- 
cally, Virdon was replaced by Murtaugh during the 1973 season, The team 
was 67-69 al the time. 

Virdon managed the New York Yankees to an 89-73 record and a second- 
place finish in 1974, He was named Major League Manager-of-the-Year by 
both The Sporting News and Associated Press thal year. It was the Yankees’ 
highes! finish in more than a decade. New York was 53-51 when Virdon 
was fired by George Steinbrenner the following year. 

He was hired to manage the Houston Astros late in the 1975 season, Vir 
don guided Houston to the 1980 National League West crown and was also 
al the helm when the Astros won the second-half title during the strike- 
shortened 1981 season, His seven-year mark wilh Houston was 544-522 
(510), which makes him the winningest manager in the history of the fran- 
chise. In 1979 he was named United Press International Manager-of-the- 
Year alter the Astros finished second in the NL. West. In 1980 he was again 
named Manager-of-the-Year by The Sporting News after Houston won its 
division for the first time in club history. 

Virdon's last managerial assignment was with the Montreal Expos in 1983 
and 1984, His composite record in 13 years as a big league manager was 
995-921 (519).

The “Voice of the Pirates,’’ Lanny Frat- 
tare is in his 18th season with the ballclub. 
Only Bob Prince (28 years) and Rosey

Since joining the Bucs’ broadcast team 
in 1976, Frattare has announced more than 
2,700 games and developed a strong fol- 
lowing. Fans are familiar with his popular 
sayings such as, ‘There was no doubt 
about it’ and “Go bail get outta’ here_’ 

A native of Rochester. NY, Frattare 
received his B.S, degree in communica- 
lions from Ithaca (NY) College in 1970. His 
baseball broadcasting career began in 1968 with the Geneva (NY) Sena: 
tors (Class A). Frattare’s association with the Pirate organization began in 
1974 and 1975 when he broadcast games for the Triple-A Charleston (WV) 
Charlies. In addition to his duties with the Pirates, he has also done play-by- 
play for Penn State football and Ohio State basketball, During the past off- 
season he served as co-host of the Pirates’ cable television show — "'Talkin’ 
Bucs." which was carried on the KBL Sports Network. 

Frattare enjoys golf. presidential history and music. He does charitable 
work for the Cystic Fibrosis Foundation, Goodwill Industnes and Bob Prince 
Charities. He also hosts a celebrity golf tournament at St. Clair Country Club 
each July for the benefit of the Parent and Child Guidance Center and he 
is a member of the board of directors for Pirate Chanties. He and his wife

Jim Rooker 


Jim Rooker ts in his 13th year of broad- 
casling Pittsburgh Pirate baseball. The 
former lefthanded pitcher won 103 games 
in the major leagues, including 82 with the 
Pirates. Rooker was born in Lakeview, OR, 
and raised in Southern California. 

Signed originally by Detroit as an out- 
fielder, he did not begin pitching on a requ- 
lar basis until 1965. In 1968, he made his 
major league debut with the Tigers, who 
went on to win the World Championship 
that year, Kansas City selected him in the 
third round of the expansion draft follow- 
ing the 1968 season and he remained with 
the Royals until being acquired by Pittsburgh in October of 1972 

“Rook” averaged 13 wins per season in his first tive years as a Pirate 
(1973-1977). However, he is perhaps best remembered tor his performance 
against Baltimore in Game Five of the 1979 World Series. With the Bucs 
down three garnes to one, Rooker battled Onole ace Mike Flanagan and 
allowed just one run over five innings. Pittsburgh won the game, 7-1, and 
came back to win the senes, four games to three. Rooker was bothered by 
arm problems throughout the 1979 season and he spent five months on 
(he disabled list in 1980 before retiring after the season. In addition to his 
work in the broadcast booth, Rooker is also active in community relations, 
In October of 1989, his “Unintentional Walk” raised nearly $40.000 for lo: 
cal charities. He has three children: David (a former pitcher in the Pirate farm 
system), Stephanie and Jami: and four grandchildren, He is the owner of 
Rook's East Side Saloon in Ambridge, PA 
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Kent Derdivanis 


Kent Derdivanis is in his fourth season 
ot doing play-by-play as a member of the 
Pittsburgh Pirate broadcast team. He has 
called the action of nearly 2,000 profession- 
al baseball games over the past 16 years 

His baseball broadcasting career began 
in 1977 when he was named play-by-play 
man for the Phoenix Firebirds, the Triple- 
A affiliate of the San Francisco Giants. Der- 
divanis spent a total of seven seasons in 
that capacity with Phoenix. His play-by-play 
background also includes two years at the 
major league level with the Milwaukee 
Brewers and the Boston Red Sox. 

His resume also includes nine years experience broadcasting PAC-10 Con- 
ference football and basketball. Derdivanis served as the television voice 
of University of Arizona football and basketball for four seasons and also 
did radio play-by-play for UCLA football and basketball.

Steve Blass 


Steve Blass joined the Pittsburgh Pirates 
broadcast crew in 1986. A native of 
Canaan, CT, he began his association with 
the Pirates when he signed his first profes- 
sional contract in June of 1960. The form- 
er right-handed pitcher spent 10 seasons 
(1964-74) with the Pirates, compiling a 
record of 103-76 in 282 games. He ranks 
seventh on the club's all-time list in 
strikeouts (896) and 14th in wins. 

A member of the 1972 National League 
All-Star tearm, Blass won 78 games in a five- 
year penod between 1968 and 1972. He was a Pirate hero in the 1971 World 
Series against Baltimore when he picked up complete-game victones in Game 
Three and Game Seven 

After retiring following the 1974 season, Blass remained in the Pittsburgh 
area and worked in private business.

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History of the Pittsburgh Pirates 


Now in their 107th National League season, the Pittsburgh Pirates own 
a history filled with World Championships, legendary players and some of 
baseball's most dramatic games and moments. 

The Pirates’ roots in Pittsburgh actually date back to April 15, 1876, when 
the Pittsburgh Alleghenies brought professional baseball to the city by play- 
ing their first game at Union Park. In 1877. the Alleghenies were accepted 
into the minor-league International Association, but disbanded the following 
year. 

Baseball returned to Pittsburgh for good in 1882 when the Alleghenies 
reformed and joined the American Association, a rival of |he National League. 
After the 1886 season, the Kansas City franchise was expelled from the N.L. 
and Pittsburgh President William A. Nimmick’s application for membership 
was accepted. 

On April 30, 1887, the Alleghenies defeated the defending league- 
champion Chicago White Stockings, 6-2, before a crowd of nearly 10,000 
at Recreation Park (located on a plot bounded by Grant, Allegheny and Penn- 
sylvania Avenues and the Ft. Wayne Railroad yards), Pittsburgh's victori- 
ous beginning was not an indication of things to come, however, as the team 
managed to finish higher than fifth only once in the 13 remaining seasons 
of the century. In 1890, the Alleghenies' roster was demolished when key 
players jumped to a new rival to the National League — the Players Leaque. 
They staggered through a club-record 113 losses 
as the two leagues engaged in a bitler baltle over 
talent. When the Players League folded after 

only one season, all players were expected to 
return to the clubs for which they had played in 
1889, But Louis Bierbauer, a second baseman 
with Brooklyn of the P.L. who had spent the 
previous four seasons with the Philadelphia Athletics 
of the American Association, went to Pittsburgh 
for the '91 season. The A's and their A.A. 
brethren immediately began screaming 
“pirates” al the Pittsburgh club. Pitts- 
burgh kept both Bierbauer and the nick- 
name and became known as the 
Pittsburgh Pirates thereafter. 

The Pirates’ fortunes turned in 1900 
when the National League reduced its 
membership from 12 to eight teams. As 
part of the move, Barney Dreyfuss, owner 
of the now-defunct Louisville club, ac-

In the largest player transaction in Pirate history, Dreyfuss brought with him 
14 players from the Louisville roster, including future Hall of Famers Honus 
Wagner, Fred Clarke and Rube Waddell, plus standouts Deacon Phillippe, 
Chief Zimmer, Claude Ritchey and Tommy Leach. All would play significant 
roles as the Pirates became the league's dominant franchise, winning pen- 
nants in 1901, 1902 and 1903 and a World championship in 1909. 
Wagner, dubbed ‘‘The Fly- 
ing Dutchman,"’ was the 
game's premier player during 
the decade, winning seven 
batting titles (he added an 
eighth in 1911) and leading 
the majors in hits (1,850) and 
RBI (956) from 1900-1909. 
Dreyfuss, one of the pioneers 
of the game, is sometimes 
called ‘The Father of the 
World Series'’ because he 
boldly challenged Henry Kil- 
lilea, owner of the Amencan 4 
League champion Boston Pil- A a a 
grims, to a postseason playoff 
in 1903 to determine base- 
ball's best team. On October . 
1, 1903, Phillippe defeated the E 
legendary Cy Young, 7-3, in / 
the first World Series game 
ever played. Boston, however, 
emerged as the Series winner, 
overcoming a three-games-to- 
one deficit to win the best-of- 
nine competition.

The 1909 season also marked the 
beginning of a new era in ballparks as 
the Pirates christened Forbes Field on 
June 30. Since 1891. the Pirates had 
called Exposition Park — located on vir- 
tually the same site as Three Rivers 
Stadium — home. Described as the 
“Hialeah of Ballparks’’ when it opened, 
Forbes Field would remain the home of 
the Pirates for six decades and would 
host many great moments, though 
never a no-hitter, 

The Pirates sank into the second di- 
vision for most of the next decade, but 
by the early twenties — with an influx

Kiki Cuyler, Rabbit Maranville and Max Carey — Pittsburgh was again a 
contender. After three conseculive third-place finishes from 1922 to 1924, 
the Pirates captured the National League title by eight and one-half games 
over the second-place New York Giants in 1925. The Series matched the 
Bucs against the Washington Senators and, after four games, the Senators 
and their star pitcher, Walter Johnson, held a seemingly insurmountable three- 
games-to-one lead. The Pirates, however, won the final three games, including 
a 15-hit pounding of Johnson in Game Seven, and came away with a piece 
of baseball history: Prior to the 1925 Pirates, no team had ever overcome 
a three-games-to-one deficit in a seven-game series. 

In 1926, a rookie named Paul Waner joined the Bucs and batted .336 
(still a rookie record). A year later his brother, Lloyd, joined him, belted out 
223 hits for a 355 average and the Pirates were again National Leaque cham- 
pions, Paul — Big Poison’ — batted .300 or better 14 times, captured three 
N.L. batting titles and collected 200 or more hits on eight occasions. He 
was named the league’s MVP in 1927 and went on to compile 3,152 hits 
and a .333 career batting average. Lloyd — ‘Little Poison’’ — hit over .300 
in 10 of his first 12 seasons, compiled a career mark of .316 and accumulated 

2,450 hits. Both were later elect- 
ed to the Hall of Fame.

The Waners were consistently among baseball's premier hitters during the 
thirties with Paul amassing more hits (1,959) during the decade than any 
other player. Traynor was recognized as one of the era's best all-around 
players and, in a poll conducted during baseball's centennial celebration 
in 1969, was voted the game's greatest third baseman ever (Wagner was 
tabbed the greatest shortstop). Shortstop Arky Vaughan topped .300 in each 
of his 10 seasons with the Pirates (1932-41) and his .385 average in 1935 
has gone unequalled by any N.L. performer. He, too, is enshrined at 
Cooperstown. 

Future Hall of Famer Ralph Kiner won or shared the N.L. home run 
tile in each of his seven seasons - . 
with the Pirates (1946-52) — a 
streak. still unmatched in either 
league. In 1956, Pirate first base- 
man Dale Long hit home runs in 
a record eight straight games from 
May 19th to May 28th, and three 
years later, Harvey Haddix hurled 
what many consider the greatest 
game ever pitched when he re- 
lired 36 straight Milwaukee Braves 
hitters over 12 innings on May 26, 
1959, That same year, ElRoy Face 
compiled 17 straight wins in relief. 


Ralph Kiner won or shared the 
N.L. home run title in each of his 
seven seasons with the Pirates 
(1946-52). 
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Though the Pirates never 
finished higher than seventh fram 
1950 through 1957, the founda- 
tion for another championship was 
being put into place, Standout 
players were added throughout 
the decade, including Bill 
Mazeroski, Dick Groat, Vernon 
Law, Bob Friend, Bill Virdon, Face 
and future Hall of Famer Roberto 
Clemente (drafted from the Dodg- 
er organization in 19565). 

In 1956, Pirate owner John Gal- 
breath hired 37-year-old Joe L.

The 1960 World Series remains one of the most incredible postseason 
encounters ever, The Yankees won Games #2, #3 and #6 by a combined 
score of 38-3, but the Pirates used great pitching, defense and timely hit- 
ting to stretch the Series to a seventh game at Forbes Field (where the Pirates 
had lost two of three games). The Pirates took a 9-7 lead into the ninth — 
thanks to Hal Smith's three-run homer in the eighth — but the Yankees came 
up with two runs in the top of the ninth to tie the game. The game and the 
Series ended, however, in 
the bottom of the ninth as 
Mazeroski belted what is 
perhaps the most dramatic 
home run in baseball histo- 
ry off the Yankees’ Ralph 
Terry. Mazeroski remains the 
only player in baseball histo- 
ry ever to end a World Series 
with a home run.

The Pirates, in fact, remain the N.L. Eastern Division's win- 
ningest team since divisional play began in 1969. The Bucs own a 
2,025-1,791 record for a 531 winning percentage — 20 percentage points 
ahead of St. Louis. 
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The Pirates also captured two more World Championships in the seven- 
lies (1971 and 1979), The 1971 victory over Ballimore was a showcase for 
Clemente, who batted .414 and received the Series/MVP award. In 1979, 
the Pirales became only the fourth team in history to erase a three-games- 
to-one deficil when they again bested the Orioles. Hall of Famer Willie Star- 
gell took home MYP honors — as he did during the regular season — with 
a .400 batting average, three home runs (including the Series’ deciding blow 
in Game #7) and seven RBI. It was a fitting conclusion to the decade for 
Stargell, who was the leading home-run hitter of the 1970s with 296 

The newest chapter of Pirate history began on October 2, 1985, when 
a group of public and private investors —- committed to keeping the team 
in Pittsburgh — reached an agreement in principle to purchase the Pirates 
from the Galbreath family and Warner Communications.

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A Century of Pirate 
UNIFORMS 


Following 's a brief chronology of Pirate uniform changes since the turn 
of the century. 


1900 

The uniform of the three-time National League 
champions (1901-02-03) is awed much as the 
pinstriped Yankee uniform of later years. The jer- 
sey of this period was short-sleeved with no trim 
except for a dark blue collar. The stockings were 
dark blue with red stripes and the cap was blue 
with a white ''P."’ The uniform changed very lit- 
tle during the decade excepl for an ornate cap- 
ial “P" which was added to the left front jersey 
pocket. A ''PBC” monogram — signifying Pitts- 
burgh Baseball Club — was also added to the 
left sleeve later in the decade 


1910 

In the years between 1910 and 1915, the Pirates 
abandoned tradition to follow new trends in uni- 
form design. The reqular collar was replaced by 
the short, stand-up ‘'cadet”’ style with a button 
lapel. Pinstriped material was also introduced. 
As team nicknames became more accepted, 
Pirates’ was displayed in vertical capital letters 
down the button lapel. The cadet-style collar 
soon gave way to a tapered collar extension, but 
the button lapel remained solid dark blue with 
white buttons and a ‘'P-P"' straddling the top but- 
ton. The latter half of the decade saw the solid 
blue lapel replaced by an outline trim in piping 
of various widths, During this period, the cap in- 
cluded a ''P"' of white or red and a capital “*P”’ 
on the left breast periodically appeared in vari- 
ous styles, 


1920 

Baseball uniforms of the twenties were by and 
large somber and conservative and the Pirate 
uniforms of this decade reflected this retreal to 
austerity, Standard whites were worn at home, 
grey on the road with simple graphics and solid 
colors. The 1925 and 1927 championship teams 
wore the standard capital ''P"’ on both sleeves 
but nat on the jersey front 


1930 

li the prosperity of the twenties reflected a drab- 
ness in uniforms, the hard times of the thirties 
gave birth to a virtual explosion of added colors, 
trim features and graphic innovations. The Pirate 
uniform brightened up considerably in 1933 as 
the name ''Pirates" was placed across the jer- 
sey in an arc of fancy red and blue capital let- 
lers. Solid blue bell tunnels and loops were 
included and piping trim incorporated both biue 
and red. A wide, bold red stripe dressed up the 
blue stockings and the ‘’P"’ on the blue cap was 
also red 


1937 
The name ‘'Pirates" appeared on the jersey in 
script lettering with underline flourish 


1939 
A aipper front replaced [he button-down jersey 
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1941 

The Pirates introduced the most innovative fea- 
ture on their uniforms to date as the ''P" or 
“Pirates” on the jersey front was replaced by 
a colorful emblem depicting the head of a buc- 
caneer in appropriate headdress (earring and 
bandana) on the left breast of both the home and 
road jerseys. The Pirate emblem was the only 
graphic representation of the team nickname on 
a game jersey in the team's history and later 
provided inspiration for the team's current logo 


1948 
A new era of leam color began when black and 
gold replaced red and blue, 


1953 

The word “Pittsburgh” is removed from the road 
jersey and replaced with “'Pirates.”” It will not 
reappear on the Pirate uniform until 1990. 


1957 

The Pirates began wearing sleeveless jerseys, 
following the Cincinnati Reds, who adopied the 
style a season earlier. 


1962 
Numbers were introduced on the front of the 
home and road jerseys. 


1970 

To inaugurate Three Rivers Stadium, the Pirates 
became the first major-league club to adopt the 
new double-knit-fabric uniforms. The color 
scheme of black and gold was retained as was 
the basic lettering style of '‘Pirates.'’ But the jer- 
sey was a pullover with no buttons or zipper and 
the pants contained a built-in sash belt. The cap 
crown was mustard yellow with a black bill, 
Within two years, nearly every other major- 
league team was wearing double-knits. 


1976 
The Pirates — as well as other clubs — com- 
memorate the National Leaque’s centennial by 
wearing the old 
striped, pill-box style 
caps. The Pirates 
wore yellow caps with 
a black bill and black 
stripes. 


1977 

The Pirates replaced 
their traditional scheme 
of white home 
uniforms and grey road uniforms with combina- 
tions of gold and black as well as pinstriping. The 
yellow crown and black stripes of the cap were 
reversed (black crown wilh yellow stripes) and 
would rernain the Pirate cap style until 1987. 


1985 
The Pirates returned to the basic white and grey uniform formula, Two years 
later, the club abandons the striped cap in favor of the standard black round 
crown type. 


1991 

The Pirates return to button-down jerseys and belted pants for the first time 
since moving into Three Rivers Stadium. ‘'Pittsburgh"' had been reintroduced 
on the road jersey a year earlier, for the first time since 1952

NO, 1 — BILLY MEYER... . Born January 14, 1892 
in Knoxville, Tenn., died March 31, 1957 in Knoxville 
Threw and batted righthanded. A catctier with the White 
Sox and Athletics (1913, 1916-17), Meyer won eight 
pennants as a manager of minor league clubs from 
1926 through 1947 before becoming Pirate manager 
in 1948. Known for his rapport with players, fans and 


the press, Meyer managed in Pittsburgh tor five seasons, compillng.a record 
of 317-452. He was The Sporting News Manager of the Year in 1948 when 
the Bucs compiled a record of 83-71, Following his five-year tenure as Pirate 
manager, Meyer was a Pittsburgh scout for three years. Number retired in 
1954, 


NO. 4 — RALPH KINER... Born Oct. 27, 1922 in 
Santa Rita, N.M. Threw and batted righthanded. A Hall 
of Famer (inducted in 1975), Kiner ranks second on 
club's all-time home run list (301). Won or shared N.L 
home run title in each of his seven seasons with Pitts- 
burgh (1946-52), a streak unmatched in either league. 
Hit a club-record 54 homers in 1949 and had a club- 
record .567 slugging pct. in Pirate career. Was the key player in 10-man 
deal with the Cubs in June, 1953, Played with Cubs (1953-54) and Cleveland 
(1955) before back ailment ended his career prematurely. Hit 369 home runs 
in 10-year career, averaging 7.1 per 100 al-bals, second only to Babe Ruth's 
8.5 per 100 at-bats. Number retired in 1987 


NO. 8 — WILLIE STARGELL .. . Born March 6, 1941 
in Earlsboro, Okla. Threw and batted lefthanded. 
‘Pops’ compiled a remarkable career in a 21-year span 
from 1962 through 1982 with the Pirates. In 2,360 
games he batted .282 with 475 home runs, seven home 
runs in post-season play, and 1,540 RBI, The Bucs’ all- 
time home run, RBI and extra base hits king, Willie 
also ranks in the Pirates’ top 10.in games, al-bats, runs, hits, singles, dou- 
bles and total bases. Willie was a seven-lime All-Star pick. In 1979 he was 
the N.L.’s co-MVP and the MVP in the LCS and World Series. Stargell be- 
came the 17th player elected to the Hall of Fame in his first year of eligibility 
(inducted in 1988). Number retired in 1982 
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NO. 9 — BILL MAZEROSK|I. . . Born Sept. 5, 1936 
in Wheeling, W.V. Threw and batted righthanded, His 
well-chronicled home run against the Yankees gave 
Pittsburgh the 1960 World Championship. During his 
17-year career with Pittsburgh (1956-72), Maz’ won 
eight Gold Gloye awards and earned a reputalion as 
one of the finest fielding second basemen in the history 
of the game. Among the major league records for second basemen he holds 
are: most seasons leading league in assists (nine), most seasons leading 
league in double plays (eight), most double plays in a single season (161 
in 1966) and most career double plays (1,706). A seven-time N.L. All-Star, 
he compiled a .260 litetime average with 138 home runs and 853 runs bat- 
ted in. Number retired in 1987 
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NO. 20 — PIE TRAYNOR .. . Born November 11, 
1899 in Framingham, Mass., died March 16, 1972 in 
Pittsburgh. Threw and batted righthanded. Harold (Pie) 
¥ Traynor was one of the finest third basemen in major 
league history, earning thal reputation in a 17-year play- 
¥; ing career spent entirely with the Pirates (1920-1935, 
y= | 37). Regarded as an outstanding defensive player, 
Traynor was also adept with the bat, compiling a lifetime .320 average. While 
he hit just 58 home runs, he managed to drive in 1.273 runs, Pie ranks in 
the Pirates’ top 10 in games, al-bats, runs, hits, singles, doubles, triples, |o- 
tal bases, RBI, extra-base hits, balting average and stolen bases. The Hall 
of Famer (inducted in 1948) also managed the Pirates from 1934 through 
1939. Number retired in 1972 
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NO, 21 — ROBERTO CLEMENTE .. . Born August 
18, 1934 in Carolina, P.R., died December 31, 1972 
in San Juan, P.R, Threw and batted righthanded. A Hall 
of Famer (inducted in 1973), Roberto Clemente was 
selected by the Pirates in the player draft when the 
Brooklyn Dodgers left him unprotected after the 1954 
season, his first as a professional. For the next 18 
years Clemente starred in the Pirate outfield. He won four N.L. batting crowns 
and batied .317 in his career, with 240 home runs and 1,305 RBI. He also 
won 12 Gold Glove Awards. He hit safely in all seven games in both the 
1960 and 1971 World Series, winning the Series MVP Award in 1971 when 
he batted .414 with two homers and two doubles against Baltimore. Clemente 
was a 12-time All-Star and the N.L. MVP in 1966. He ranks in the Pirates’ 
top 10 in 12 offensive categories. He died with four others when a plane 
carrying supplies to earthquake-stricken Nicaragua crashed. Number retired 
in 1973, 


NO. 33 — HONUS WAGNER .. . Born February 24, 
"y) 1874 in Carnegie, Pa., died December 6, 1955 in Car- 

_] negie. Threw and batted righthanded. One of five play- 
=| ers originally elected to the Baseball Hall of Fame in 
1936. Honus Wagner is widely regarded as the best 
shortstop to ever play the game. ''The Flying Dutch- 
man’ won eight N.L. batting crowns, second only to 
Ty Cobb's 12 titles during a 17-year stretch in which he batted over .300 
in each season, Wagner came to Pittsburgh in 1900 after three seasons with 
Louisville, a franchise thal had disbanded. He played with the Bucs until 
1917 and ended his career with a .329 average, and 101 homers. Wagner 
coached the Pirates from 1933 through 1951. He ranks in the Pirates’ top 
10 in 11 offensive categories. Number retired in 1956. 


NO. 40 — DANNY MURTAUGH .. . Born, October 
8, 1917 in Chester, Pa., died December 2, 1976 in 
Chester. Threw and batted righthanded. A second 
baseman with the Phillies, Braves and Pirates (1941-43, 
46-51), Danny Murtaugh was one of the most successful 
managers in Pirate history. He managed the Bucs in 
four different stints during 15 seasons between 1957 
and 1976. During that time he became one of only 36 managers to win 1,000 
games, compiling a record of 1,115-950, his win total ranking second on 
the Pirate all-time list to Fred Clarke's 1,422. He led the Pirates to four Eastern 
Division crowns and two World Series Championships (1960 and 1971). He 
was named The Sporting News Manager of the Year in 1960 and 1970. Num- 
ber retired in 1977.
